Daybreak today revealed much dis- 


tress throughout the flood stricken 
districts. Thousands of people along 
the Missouri river, the Grand river in 
Missouri and the Marais DCS Cygncs 
river In Ka.nao.Sj-who had been forced 
to take refuge In upper stories 'from 
the rising waters awoke after a nlsht 
filled with terror lest the flood would 
wash away tho foundations of their 
homes. 


Besides great damage to unharvest- 


ed crops and tho washing away of 
property, 'the flood has caused much 
suffering to many farm people, who 
were marooned on remote and Inac- 
cessible spots. 
Several relief trains 


sent out from Kansas City and other 
points were unable to reach their des- 
tinations and boats loaded with foot 
and other supplies which had put on 
to go to the rescue were forced back 
by the swirling current. 


In several small towns almost the 


entire population had to seek safety 
on the roofs of their homes, and un- 
less aid is extended to them soon It is 
feared that suffering will be acute. 


People Long Without Sleep. 


At Pattonaburg, 
Mo., about 1,500 


people, crowded Into the upper floors 
ot store buildings, lodge, halls and 
the school house, have been without 
sleep for over two days. 


One of the most serious situations 


was at Pomona, Kas., where yester- 
day 300 passengers on a west bound 
Atchison, Topekn. & Santa Fe train 
were marooned when part of the train 
overturned and toppled Into eighteen 
feet of water. 
These people after be- 


ing rescued by boats and rowed dis- 
tances varying- from one to two miles, 
passed the night in tho homes of hos- 
pitable farmers. 


Mayor Taupin, of Pattonsburg. has 


taken personal direction of tho relief 
work there. His own home, which is 
large and which Is the only one in 
town which has no water on the first 
floor has been thrown open and is 
filled to Its capacity with' refugees. 


The water wa-s- within a foot of the 


doorstep. 


Main street is eight feet deep in 


rushing water. 
Three-fourths of the 


people In the town have lost every- 
thing they had.

It it were not 
it would have turned you out • long 
"ago," said the senator waving his hand 
to take in the republican side. 
"But 


you may go on," continued Mr. Bailey, 
"multiplying burdens until the people, 
in their righteous wrath, drive you'out. 
The time will come when the people 
will say that it is better to be gov- 
erned by fools than .rascals. You will 
tempt fate too far. You fail to lay any 
tax on the incomes of the rich and ex- 
act tribute from the poor by taxing 
their tobacco." 


At this point Mr. Daniel returned to 


the senate chamber. 


Mr. Bailey yielded the floor to the 


Virginian, who spoke at length against 
the tobacco amendment. He gave no- 
tice that he would move to amend the 
finance 
committee's proposition by 


striking out the proposed eight cents 
on tobacco and snuff and retain the cx- 
| isting six cents tax. 


The senate accepted Senator Brad- 


loy's amendment 
permitting tobacco 


growers to sell their products without 
the payment of a tax. 


The measure is 'practically the same 


as that which passed the house. It re- 
moves, the tax of six cents a pound on 
tobacco grower as a vendor and thus 
removes what is supposed to be the 
cause of the night rider attacks in 
Kentucky and Tennessee.

Religious Bodies Have 


No Policy. 


Troy, N. Y., July S.—Rev. Loomts.O. 


Black, pastor of the First XJrilversalist 
church, and one of the most popular 
clergymen of Troy, has surprised his 
congregation by his announcement 
that he will retire from the ministry 
Aug. 1 to devote his time to socialistic 
work. An effort to double his salary 
[ailed to swerve him from his purpose. 
He say.s he never again will occupy a 
pulpit as a pastor. 


"I. have been brought to talte this 


step by the fact that the church has 
no definite policy," said Mr. Black, 
"nor does it desire to have any on any 
ot the problems before the country to- 
day. 
. 
. • 


"The 
church has absolutely no de- 


sire to wield any influence to help the 
common people get fair play. It is 
not back of any organization of men 
to get 
their rights. The moneyed 


classes control 
the attitude of the 


church toward any problem. 


"The 
church has no desire to have 


its ministers deal with any subject 
that is the least bit questionable. For 
instance, a minister must not preach 
about socialism; he must not tackle 
the liquor question; he must not speak 
of brothels. 


"He must withdraw himself from ac- 


tive affairs which should claim the at- 
tention of a cle'rgyinan as well as any 
other man. .Above all, if he 'has ideas 
on -social problems he must not voice 
them. The church is more interested 
in righting men's little faults and in- 
consistencies than in dealing with the 
great faults that are undermining so- 
ciety. 
' "The church will find fault with a 


vaudeville performance or a base ball 
game on Sunday, but it will say noth- 
ing against a system, which, year after 
year, degrades and starves millions. 
Why, 
in this country there are 4,000,- 


000 persons starving and the church, 
while it is sympathetic in dealing out 
charity, is doing absolutely nothing to 
remove the causes that produce these 
unfortunate conditions."

tinuing to do business is but the cor- 
relative of its authority to prevent 
such corporation from coming into the 
state. 


"The unlimited extent of the power 


of tho states recognized by the su- 
preme court." said Mr. Wickersham. 
"is illustrated by the decision In the 
case of the Security Mutual Life In- 
surance company vs. Prewltt, where 
the constitutionality of a statue of 
Kentucky was upheld, which enacted 
that, before authority is granted to 
any foreign insurance company to do 
business in the state, it must flic with 
the commissioner a resolution of its 
directors consenting that service of 
process upon any agent of the com- 
pany within the state shall be valid 
service upon the company; but If the 
company should, without the consent 
of the other party to any suit brought 
by or against It in any court of the 
state, remove the same to any fed- 
eral court, it should be the duty of 
the commis?ionrr to forthwith revoke 
nil authority to such company to do 
business within the stale. 


"The result of this decision is to 


enable a slate to compel a foreign 
corporation to refrain from resorting 
to tho federal court in controversies 
brought by or against it or else to 
cease 
to do business 
within 
that 


property only by due process of law. 
He argued that the 
imposition of 


higher license fees on foreign than on 
domestic corporations 
had been 
de- 


clared void. 
His observation on this 


phase was: 


"It may be safely asserted that the 


only limitations upon the powers of 
the states to exclude foreign corpora- 
tions entirely 
from 
doing 
business 


within their territory, or to prescribe 
such conditions as they may deem 
proper to the carrying on by them of 
such business, are, first: 


"That the regulations so prescribed 


should not deprive the foreign corpor- 
ation of property without due process 
of law or deny to 'them the equal pro- 
tection of the laws; and secondly, that 
such regulation sls&ll not amount to 
an interference with interstate com- 
merce or with other business of a 
federal nature." 


His proposal for.the regulation of 


trusts was summed up as follows: 


"It seems to me that an 
effective 


method of legislating on this subject 
would be to enact that no foreign cor- 
poration should be licensed if 50 per- 
centum of its capital stock or up- 
wariis was owned or held by any oth- 
er corporation, 
domestic or foreign. 


The device of the holding corporation 
is the only thing which has made pos- 
sible the rapid growth o£ the great 
trusts and monopolies."
